These figures have now 
creased to 7,192,338, which is an in- 
‘crease of 1,821,823 for the Dominion 
since 1901, Columns of the bulletin 
giving the population by sexes are not 
quite complete, ti sab livi-ions be- 
ing «till missing in British Columbia, 
and a couple in Saskatchewan. With 
these left out the bulletin shows that 
there were in the Dominion on June 1 
j last 3,805,350 males, and 3,376,937 fe- 
males. 

The increase in the male population 
since 1901 has been 1,054 644, while fe- 
males have increasei by 757,330. The 
explanation® of large increase in male 
population can doubtless be found in 
immigration figures, which show that 
the arrivals of males from Great Brit- 
ain, the United States and other coun. 
tries largely predominate. For in- 
stance surplus of males over females 
in British Columbia is 106,883, while

| MIX-UP AT HAZELTON TOWNSITE. 


BEFORE THE COMMISSION 


G. T. P. Station Cannot be Located 
at South Hazelton—The Decision 
of the Railway Commission Will 
Have a Far Reaching Effect—

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INDIAN HOLDS HIS OWN 


SAYS FRANK PEDLEY. 


Reports From the Agencies Through- 
out Canada Show That Numbers 
Show a Net Gain—Bloods In Sas- 
katchewan Are » igh Class Farmers 
and Are Getting Rich—One Runs a 
Coal Mine—Others Improving. 


There are living within the limits 


| of Canada one hundred and eight 


thousand aborigines—the remnant of 
the people on the spot when the white- 
men came, who were then, and for 
many years afterwards, the lords of © 
forest and lake, but who to-day are, 
for the most part, wards of the na- 
tion. They are the Indians, who num- 
ber 103,661, and the Eskimos, of whom 
there is estimated to be 4,600. It is 
that one hundred and three thousand, 
six hundred and sixty-one Indians 
who are here under consideration, 

In the Eastern Provinces, from 
Prince Edward Island to the head of 
the Great Lakes there are 38,078; and 
from the head of the Lakes to the 
Pacific Coast and the Shores of the 
Arctic Oc.an the Indian population 
humbers 65,533. British Columbia 
leads with an Indian population “of 
24,551, while Ontario is a close second, 
22,496. Outside the provinces, that is 
in the Yukon, Ungava, and the terri- 
tories north of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, there are only seventeen thous- 
and Indians. Were all these Indians 
given direct representation in the 
House of Commons, like other ele- 
ments of the population, they are suf- 
ficiently numerous to be entitled to 
at least three members, or more than 
half as many as has the city of To- 
Tonto, 

eg the past year the births 
among Indians have exceeded deaths 
by a few more than three hundred, 
so that there has been a small net 
gain. 

“The prevailing notion,’ states the 
report of Mr. Frank Pedley, deputy 
superintendent of Indian Affairs, 


| “that the Indian population is gradu- 


ally disappearing is not sustained by 
statistics, and in any locality where 
the Indians have passed through the 

riod of exhaustion that must be met 

y any aboriginal race in contact with 
civilization, it is found that the popu- 
lation is either stable or upon the 
increase.” 

During the middle of the last cen- 
tury the gloomy prediction was made 
that the Iroquois, the people of the 
Six Nations, were doomed to speedy 
and total extinction, The prediction 
has not been fulfilled. In 1880 they 
numbered 3,204; to-day they number 
4,402. Of course, this is the most 
favorable case possible, for of all our 
Indians none surpassed the Iroquois 
In intelligence. On their reserves on 
the Bay of Quinte, near Brantford 
and at other places, they are indus- 
trious, progressive, and prosperous 
‘armers, 

Taking the race as a whole, if it 
is to survive, it must be as an agri- 
cultural people. And this is true even 
of the Indians ot the West, which of- 
fered the last opportunities ‘sr the 
tree but wretched life of the savage 
hunter, It is now many years since 
the buffalo disappeared from the 
plains, and the rapid development of 
the past few years has already made 
even smaller game scarce, he In- 
dian can no longer look to his rifle 
to procure his food, nor to his traps 
for the furs with which he has been 
accustomed to procure the other things 
necessary to existence. He must learn 


!to cultivate the soil, or disappear.

It is, therefore, the aim of the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs to pro- 
mote agriculture among the Indians; 
and it is gratifying that their efforts 
in this direction are meeting with 
considerable success. A race of hunt- 
ers and loafers cannot be made into 
farmers in a generation or two; but 
that a large number of these people 
are turning slowly in this direction is 
something, and probably all that can 
be reasonably expected. 

The report shows that last year our 
Indians had 58,550 acres under crop; 
that their grain and root crops yield- 
ed 1,494,452 bushels, and their mea- 
dows 123,198 tons of hay, the total 
value of their farm products amount- 
ing to $1,460,462. 

n wages the Indians earned §$1,- 
540,000; their fishing yielded $691,629; 
their hunting and trapping $810,424, 
and various other industries, $852,944. 

Respecting our eastern Indians 
there is little new to report. The gen- 
eral trend is upward, one proposed 
improvement being the introduction 
of agriculture among the Micmacs of 
Nova Scotia. : 

It is in the west that most is hoped 
for, where many bands, occupy large 
reservations of fertile soil which only 
needs the application of intelligent 
labor to make it yield like the white- 
man’s farm. . 

A typical prosperous and promising 


| band is that of the Blood Indians, 


whose reservation is between the Bel- 
ly and the St. Mary's River, near Mac- 
leod, Alberta. The Bloods were once 
great warriors; they are now among 
the best red-farmers of the west. The 
reservation contains 354,000 acres of 
excellent land, and its population 
numbers 1,132, The principal occupa- 
tions of this people are cattle-raising, 
general farming, haymaking, and 
freighting. One of the tribe, Black- 
horse by name, operates a coal mine 
from which he derives sufficient in- 
come to support his large family. 
The Bloods have their own thresh- 


ing outfit, a separator with latest at- \ |

| with tribal funds for operation with 


one of the large traction engines, 
Stack-threshing is the method follow- 
ed, each Indian's farm being thresh.

Canada’s Output Has Been a Very 
Creditable One. 

Those who know what has been 
written in Canada still keep to the 
opinion that Canadian poetry is the 
best work of art which has been pro- 

i by Canadiens. A critie not 


long ago in an article cailed ‘‘The 
Literary Group of “61,” showed that 
before Confederation Canadian poets 
were writing songs which had a na- 
tional consciousness. No matter 
where a Canadian happens to find 
such lines as many in Bliss Carman’s 
“Pipes of Pan,’’ and Roberts’ “Songs 
of the Common Day,” he would know 
that they had been visioned by a 
Canadian poet. Has any poetry of 
this quality been written in 1911 
Certainly, one has an impression that 
there has ben very littl such poetry 
published this year. Early in the 
twelvemonths, Mr. Burpee published 
his anthology, “A Century of Cana- 
dian Sonnets,” which proved how 
rich a field he had from which to 
choose his Canadian sonnets. Since 
then there have been a number of 
small books of rhymes published in 
Canada of which nothing needs to be 
wr ‘ten Besides this, Mr. Robert 
Stead, a writer of verse in Western 
Canada, has had published his second 
book, “Prairie Born and Other 
Poems.” The point to he mentioned 
in connection with Mr. Stead’s verse 
is that it seems to express the con- 
victions of the West. As a general 
tule, Canadian verse writers are not 
closely in touch with the opinions of 
their fellow citizens. The verse writ- 
er’s own convictions are his chief 
concern. But Mr. Stead, when he 
writes four iines like the follow. 
ing, seems to be speaking for the 
people: 


‘Tis plain the land’s the right of birth 
Of every creature on the earth: 

No man can make a grain of sand; 
How can he say lie owns the land? 


Mr. Cy. Warman, an American 
writer who lives in Canada, has lately 
published a book of v.rse which is 


partly Canadian in subject. “The 
Songs of Cy. Warman,” like Mr. 
Stead’s verse, are intended for the

It is an abrupt change to turn to

ger, for this is poetry. For several 
reasons, Mr. Stringer has chosen to 
| write in Irish dialect. It ia not his 
native speech in poetry. But how 
gracefully ,and delightfully he haa 
woven his lines! The Irishman in 
exile, his memories of the land of 
his heart, his many adventures, bis 
| dreams, and his sweethearts, come 
singing into these little poems, The 
color ar. music of 
verses linger with a happy delicacy 
of phrase after one has closed the 
book. One does not need to hesitate 
to call this poetry. Yet it is to be 
hoped that some day the poet will 
sing of what he sees and feels when 
he is at Cedar Springs. Mr. Stringer’s 
early book of the life of a boy, “Lone- 
ly O'Malley,” has been translated 
into French and published as a serial 
in a French journal, 

“Songs of the Makers of Canada,” 
by Dr. J. D. Logan, has appeared 
recently. The book has an author's 
preface, and a Foreword by Mr. John 
Boyd. The writer says that his work 
is no better and no worse thin what 
might readily be accoinplished by 
any man of education and literary 
instincts. Thus it will be seen that 
Dr. Logan does not claim to be a 
poet. But what he writes is so essen 
tially national, so strong ip spirit, 
and deals so-closely with what is 
good material for poetry, that “Songs 
of the Makers of Canada” is the most 
authentic little book of Canadian 
poetry that we have this year. Dr. 
poe has special ecenvictions with 
regard to poetry, nationalism, and 
the Keltie genius which seem destined

PEAT FUEL 


Haanel’s Experiments 
Promiss For Canada. 


Dr. Eugene Haanel, in a recent pam.

ing of the nature of peat and the prin- 
ciples upon which future economy 
may reasonably be expected.” 
@ goes on to say that to re-estah- 
lish the ecnfidence of the people of 
Canada in the valne of pea: as a 
domestic and industrial fuel, and to 
stimulate renewed activity in the de. 
velopment of our peat resources, the 
Government has acquired 300 acres 
| of peat vog at Alfred, Ont., with an 
average depth of nine feet, for the 
purpose of manufacturing peat furl 
on a commercial scale by a method 
which has proven successful in 
European practice 

The capacity of the Government 
plant is a production of 30 tons pet 
day. Manual labor is employed in 
excavating the fuel, but Dr. Haanel 
says that, for a large commercial plant 
mechanical excavators should replace 
manual labor. 

The Government plant at Alfred is 
not intended for the production of 
eat fuel on an extensive scale, but 
8 to serve as a model of a successful 
process. 

The plant was established after an 
investigation of peat fuel manufac- 
turing processes in various countries 
of Europe where peat is extensively 
used as fuel. 

“There is nothing artistic about 
the appearance of the fuel produced 
at the Government bog,” says Dr. 
Hasnel. “It has not the regular geo 
metric form of briquettes nor their 
smooth exterior, but it serves tha 
purposy for which fuel is intended 
as well as briquettes, and has the ad- 
vantage of being lowin cost of manu 
facture.” 

It is stated that allowing 140 days 
for a season's operation, the cost per 
ton of air-dried machine peat, includ- 


ing interest on capital _ invested, 
amortization, oi] and vepaire is as 
follows :— 

Cost of fuel on the field $1.49 
Cost of fue] stored in shed ...... 1.65 
Cost of fuel londed on car ...... 1.65 
Cost of fuel in stock .......... 1.70 


It is thought that by the employ- 
ment of mechanical excavators ant 
| the manufacture of peat on a large 
scale the cost of production per ton 
should be considerably reduced, 
| Dr .Haane; says that the endeavor 

to accomplish economically by artifi- 
cial means in a short time what has 


ceedingly long periods of time in the 
transformation of peat into fuel hae 
so far apparently not been attended 
by succesa, 

The process at Alfred is simply air 
drying The chief disadvantage of 
| this method is that it can only be 
worked during the summer months 
and the amount of fuel that can be 
roduced depends upon weather con- 
itions, but the climate of Canada is 
as favorable for drying peat as ths 
climate of Sweden, Finland, Denmark, 
Germany, Holland, Austria and Rus- 
sia, all of which depend for a darga 
part of their fuel supply on the samo 
simply process of pulping peat, form- 
ing it into bricks on the field and 
drying it in the open air as is used 
at Alfred. 

It .: stated that peat fuel can be 
used in any of the common stoves 
now in use in Canada, but there ma 
be seen at Alfred a model of a Swed- 
ish stove specially constructed for 
peat-fuel, which is said to be very 
| convenient in operation. 


Montreal and Toronto. 

In comparing the census figures for 
Montreal and Toronto it should be 
noted that Toronto has annexed all

We believe that the population of 
Montreal has not been fully counted 
by the census enumerators, but even 
the eensus makes the Montreal urban 
district, including the city and its 
contiguous suburbs, over 534,000. It 
is almost certain that Montreal will 
have over a million people when’ the 
next census is taken. Toronto is also 
growing wonderfully, Both cities 
should quickly plan and carry out 
smprovements that will make them 
compare favorably with other great 
} cities.

Those who know what has been 
written in Canada still keep to the 
opinion that Canadian poetry is the 
best work of art which has been pro- 
duced by Canadians. A critie not 
long ago in an article called ‘The 
Literary Group of “61,” showed that 
before Confederation Canadian poets 
were wriiing songs which had a na- 
tional consciousness. No matter 
where a Canadian happens to find 
such lines as many in Bliss Carman’s 
He oy of Pan,”’ and Roberts’ “Songs 
of the Common Day,” he would know 
that they had 


been visioned by a 
Canadian poet. Has any poetry of 
this quality been wiitten in 1911 
Certainly, one has an impression that 
there has beon very littl such poeliy 
published this year. Early in the 
twelvemonths, Mr. Burpee published 
his anthology, “A Century of Cana- 
dian Sonnets,” which proved how 
rich a fiela he had from which to 
choose his Canadian sonnets. Since 
then there have been a number of

wr’ ten Besides this, Mr. Robert 
Stead, a writer of verse in Western 
Canada, has had published his second 
book, “Prairie Born and Other 
Poems.”

Scotch Names Hidden, 

Nova Scotia surprises many tourists 
because so few of the place names 
are Scottish. The original designa- 
tion of the province has misled them. 
Though called New Scotland from 
1621 on, its first population was ten 
thousand French Acadians. When 
they were harried out of the country 
as a preventive measure at the out- 
break of the Seven Years’ War, their 
fine dykelands were settled by thrifty 
New Englanders.

PEAT FUEL 


Dr. Haanel’s Experiments 
Promiss For Canada. 


Dr. Eugene Haanel, in a recent pam 
phiet, says that the 37,000 square 
miles of peat already known form, 
probably, but a small fraction of the 
amount of this valuable fuel asset 
in_existence in Canada.

e goes on to say that to re-estah- 
lish the confidence of the people of 
Canada in the valne of peat as a 
domestic and industrial fuel, and to 
stimulate renewed activity in the de. 


Government has acquired 300 acres 
of peat bog at ‘fred, Ont., with an 
average depth of nine feet, for the 
purpose of manufacturing peat fuel 


which has proven successful in 
European practice 

The capacity of the Government 
plant is a production of 30 tons pet 
day. Manual labor is employed in 
excavating the fuel, but Dr. Haanel 
says that, for a large commercial plant 
mechanical excavators should replace 
manual labor. 

The Government plant at Alfred is 
not intended for the production of 
eat fuel on an extensive scale, but 
3 to serve as a model of a successful 
process, 

The plant was established after an 


investigation of peat fuel manufac: | 


turing processes in various countries 
of Europe where peat is extensively 
used as fuel, 

“There is nothing artistic about 
the appearance of the fuel produced 
at the Government bog,” says Dr. 
Haanel. “It has not the regular geo- 
metric form of briquettes nor their 
smooth exterior, but it serves tha 
purpose for which fuel 
as well as briquettes, and has the ad- 
vantage of being lowin cost of manu- 
facture.” 

It is stated that allowing 140 days 
for a season's operation, the cost per 
ton of air-dried machine peat, includ. 
ing interest on capital _ invested, 
amortization, oi! and repaira is as 
follows :— 


It is thought that by the employ- 
ment of mechanical excavators ani 
the manufacture of peat on a large 
scale the cost of production per ton 
should be considerably reduced. 


to accomplish economically by artifi- 
cial means in a short time what haa 
been accomplished by nature in ex- 
ceedingly lung periods of time in tha 
transformation of peat into fuel has 
so far apparently not been attended 
by success, 


The chief disadvantage of 
this method is that it can only be 
worked during the summer months 
and the amwunt of fuel that can be 
produced depends upon westher con- 
ditions, but the climate of Canada is 
us favorable for drying peat as ths 
climate of Sweden, Finland, Denmark, 
Germany, Holland, Austria and Rus- 
sia, all of which depend for a Jarga 
part of their fuel supply on the same 
simply process of og: peat, form- 
ing it into bricks on the field and 
drying it in the open air as is used 
at Alfred. 

It is stated that peat fuel can be 
used in any of the common stoves 
now in use in Canada, but there wey 
be seen at Alfrad a model of a Sw 
ish stove specially constructed for 
peat-fuel, which is said to be very 
convenient in operation.

Irrigation Work in 
Western Canada 


Norman S. Rankin, of Calgary, 
Alta., who was in charge of the ex- 
hibit of the irrigation and coloniza- 
tion department of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company at the 
Land and Irrigation Exposition at 
Madison Sq. Garden last week, 
Saturday gave to a representative 
of the New York News Bureau an 
account of the work and aims of 
the Western Canada Irrigation 
Association of which he is the Sec- 
retary. 

‘This Association” said Mr Ran- 
kin ‘twas formed tour years ago for 
the purpose of spreading a know- 
ledge of irrigation and its advan- 
tages among the farmers in the 
west of Cauada, and at the same 
time of taking up with the Govern- 
menton behalf of the farmers all 
questions wich would tend to the 
betterment of farming conditions, 

I feel that thousands of people 
who have seen the minature fields 
of actual Alberta land under irri- 
gation et the Madison Square Gar- 
den exhibition will be instrumental 
in‘spreading a knowledge through 
this part of the world of the won- 
dertul benefits which farmers de- 
rive from this system of cultivation. 
The Western Canada Irrigation 
Association was formed in a small 
way with a few enthusiastic men 
at the head of it, but it had now 
grown to such proportions that it 
is confidently hoped it will soon be 
to the farmers of Western Canada 
what the National Irrigation Con- 
gress of the United States is to 
farmers on this side of the border. 

Iam now on my way to Ottawa 
to endeavor to push forward with 
the Canadian Government certain 
resolutions which were passed at 
the last Congress of the Western 
Canada Association, held in Cal- 
gary in July, and it is hoped that 


its way to assist our Association 
with a small Government grant, 
the only source of revenue which 
the association possesses at the 
present time being such grants as 
it has received from the different 
Provincial Governments, in which 
its conventions have been held. 

The officers at the head of the 
Association are such men as T. W. 
Patterson, Lieutenant \Govoner of 
British Columbia, W. R. Ross, 
Minister ot Lands in British Colum- 


bia, J. S. Dennis, irrigation man- 
ager of the Alberta and British 
Columbia land Departments of 


the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
R. H. Agur, of Balcona Ranch, 
B. C., while the executive com- 
mittee consists of men who are at 
the head of, or deeply interested in 
important irrigation works in Al- 
berta and British Columbia. 

I should like to add that 50,000 
pamphlets on irrigation in Western 
Canada have been distributed from 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Land 
department booth at the Madison 
Square exhibition during the past 
week,
